A Chinese-speaking person who 
dials for operator assistance Wi 
be transferred to this Bureau, The 
PUC has asked PTT to complete 
the transfer of such telephone caljls 
within 60 seconds，for at. least 
90 匈 of all cals placed by 
Chinese-speaking individuals， 

NOTICE 

PTT will also have to give 
adequate _ notice in the San 
Francisco telephone directory that 
the Bureau exists to handle 
emergency -telephone calls from 
Chinese speakers. 

The orqer is the result of a 
legislative request， initiated by 
State Senator Alex Garcia of Los 
Angeles, for the PUC to study the 
telephone meeds of California's 
language minority communities 
and to make appropriate recom- 
mendations， 


In early 1976， the  _PUC 
conducted extensive hearings 
throughout the state on the 


problems of non-English speaking 
telephone ， users and received 
testimonies from many comInun- 
jity representatives, including those 
of Chinese for Affirmative Action， 
Chinese Newcomers Service 
Center,，Self-Help for the Elderly， 
andthe S.E, Skills Center. 

At the_ hearing held in San 
Erancisco，CAA revealed at that 
time the results of a January， 
1976，survey conducted on how 
Chinese-speaking telephone cal- 
lers are served by monolingual 
English-speaking telephone oper- 
ators. 94% of all Chinese callers in 
the survey received no assistance 
or meaningful information，The 
length of each call averaged 
approximately 3 minutes with at 
least 2 transfers to different 
telephone operators， 

The Chinese community very 
nearly lost out on the estab- 


lishment of this much-needed 
language bureau，

Overall，the PUC is requiring 
telephone_ companies to initiate 
bilingual service in areas where at 
least 5% of the population are 
non-Enplish speaking.， Using a 
computation' formula ”highly 
disputed by CAA，PTT success- 
fully argued before the PUC that 
the S.E， non-English speaking 
Chinese population does not reach 
this 5% cutoff level，

“The Sino-US Shanghai Com- 
munique issued in 1972 has 
brought a new turn in the 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. These relations will continue 
to improve provided the Principles 
laid down in the communique are 
seriously carTied out.” 

He pointed out,“at present, the 
attitude of the U.S.，government 
towards the question of Taiwan is 
the obstacle to the normalization 
of Sino-US relations.” 

“The Chinese people are deter- 
mined to liberate Taiwarn;,” he 
Stressed. “When and how is 
entirely Chinas internal affair，

Many people are so _ concerned 
with the academic survival of the 
Chinese students in the American 
school system that they think it is 
Useless_ for Chinese students to 
learn_ to speak，read and write 
Chinese, They believe that learn- 
ing Chinese will take away .the 
children's time from learning 卫 ng- 
lish and confuse them . 

However, many Spanish-speak- 
ing educators argue that the Span- 
ish-speaking child first learns to 
read and write in Spanish before 
learningEnglish, and the skills the 
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child learns in reading Spanish 
will be transfered to the learning 
of English. It is easy to see the 
transfer from Spanish to English. 
People can see that the letter “p” 
appears in both Spanish and Eng- 
lish alphabets, There are vowels 
and consonants in both Spanish 
and English. Many Spanish words 
are _ exactly the same as English 
Words. 

It is difficult for the general 
public and some Chinese bilin- 
gual teachers to See that there is a 
transfer of skills 他 om reading Chi- 
nese to English. This article pro- 


/ 


poses that there is a transfer of 
skills _ from reading Chinese to 
reading English and that learning 
Chinese is important for children 
who are limited-English-speaking 
and children who no longer speak 
Chinese， 


DIFFERENTIATES 
Reading is a process with which 
a reader observes and differenti- 
ates a systerm of symbols from 
which he or she gets meanings. TIo 


teach children to read is to teach . 


childqren to observe， Tecognize， 
and differentiate Symbols which 
make different meanings，for ex- 
ample，between ”and “mm ”or 
“node”and“mode… 

In learning science, the students 
are taught to observe the difter- 
emnce between things, for example，, 
that there are many black birds in 
school yards; but the birds are 
really _ two ,different kinds: the 
black bird with the yellow bi 记 ， 
eye rings and legs is called a star- 
ling and the black bird with a 
black bill，eye rings and legs is 


"called a blackbird . 
For Chinese children who do 


not speak Chinese，to teach them 
to learn to read and write Chinese 
characters is also to teach them to 
observe，recognize and differenti- 
ate between two symbols. If the 
children can learn to observe，Tec- 
ognize and differentiate all details 
of Chinese characters, their obser- 
vation ability will be sharpened 
and differentiating ability will imp- 
ciease，and the increasedq ability 
gained from jlearning Chinese 
characters will .transfer to the 
learning of science and English. 

For children who are Chinese- 
speaking, to teach them Chinese is 
to make them aware that written 
characters are related to their 
Speech and to motivate their in- 
terest in reading. This realization 
and interest in reading Chinese 
will be transfered to reading Eng- 
lish. So，learning Chinese charac- 
ters will make learning English 
easy and fast， 


CULIURE 

Learning Chinese will help the 
children of Chinese descent in 
more than one way. Studying Chi- 
nese offers these chlldren an op- 
Portunity to learn Chinese culture 
and heritage. Oo PreserVe Chinese 
culture and heritage is to increase 
American strength, because Amer- 
ican strength lies in the diversity of 
its people and cultural pluralism . 
Thus, many state and federal laws 
have supported cultural pluralism 
and bilingualism , 


ORIGINALITY 

Studies have proved that bilin- 
gual-bicultural people show more 
originality and elaboration than 
monolingual-monocultural people, 
With the knowledge of the Chi- 
nese language and cultural heri- 
tage, these children develop a pos- 
itive self-concept, confidence，and 
will not easily acquire an inferior- 
ity complex or develop identity 
crisis and spiritual loneliness， 

Recently in Washington，DC, I 
met a Chinese lady who is teach- 
ing at a local Chinese language 
school on Saturdays. She told me 
that she came to the United States 
When she was very young and her 
family was very strict in her study 
of Chinese，At that time，she 
thought Chinese was useless here. 
Gradually realized that her

Mountain View supported a tiny 
Chinatown om Villa Street，Bnut 
decades ago, as the city's acres of 
strawberry fields and walnut and 
apricot orchards began to disa- 
ppear，so did the Chinese field 
workers. In much the same way， 
Inost of -the Chinese-flower 
growers have been pushed out of 
this community. 

Now, practically all of the more 
than 100.Chinese members of the 
Bay ,Area Chrysanthemum 
Growers Association live and work 
in San Jose， 

HEMMED IN 

“Wherever you go youre 
hemmed in,”said a 50-year-old 
Japanese flower farmer in Moun- 
tain -View who inherited his 
basiness :om=his father “The 
people ” from the electronics 
industry need more bedrooms， 
Some of the growers moved to 
-greener pastures years ago.” 

The dozen- or so chrysanthe- 
Imurm grOWers who still have land 
in ”Mountain View have no 
intention of leaving. Even the 
pitches of high-pressure devel- 
opers and real estate agents，who 
have offered some more than 
$125,000 an acre，haven't lured 
the growers off their land. 

Those who remain have also 
Tesisted the pressures of sky-= 
IOCketing PIToperty taxes，caused 
partly by the re-zoning of flower- 
growing lands as residential. Some 
now pay more than $1,000 an acre 
in taxes each year， 

INGENUITY 

Maintaining a viable flower 
business has never been easy. And 
those like Chan Hong who have 
Survived, have done so by virtue of 
hard work 一 sometimes 12 to 18 
hoursa day 一 and ingenuity， 

Chrysanthemum growing is not 
what it _ used to be，The stick- 
houses of years past gave the 
耻 ower grower a Small measure of 
control over _ changes iDP the 
weather，Today，hot-houses are 
extrermely sophisticated， And the 
grOwWeis closely control the tem- 
Peratures inside them， 

Some of Chan Hongs hot- 
houses，for example，are framed 
with wooden posts and covered 
with clear plastic. They look much 
like the simple stick-houses of 
years ago0， But inside，a compli- 
cated matrix of overhead pipes 
sprinkle his flowers with water 
and emit Ooccasional 10-second 
bursts of steam. These are 
regulated by a massive 1;,000 
gallon，150 horsepower boiler. In 
addition，Chan and other flower- 
farmers alike use lighting，chem- 
icals， fertilizers，and large black 
plastic sheets to keep the 
temperture inside the hot-houses 


at a constant 75 degrees. 

In the 1940s, farmers were only 
able to raise one crop a year. Now， 
they can raise three， and 
SOmetimes four. While these 
advances have allowed the far- 
Iners to grOw 由 owers even during 
the winter，a feat unheard of 30 
years ago，they cost a lot of 
money，

”Chan said his PC&E bill eats up 
65%% of his expenses. Other 


grOwers Said they pay as much as 
$3,000 a month in gas bills more 
than three times the amount they 
paid four years ago. As one grower 
put itr，“Sometimes we work for 
PGSE.” 


Despite the advances in chry- 
santhemum-growing technology， 
most .of the Chinese growers still 
run family businesses. Often， 
three or four migrant laborers are 
hired during the winter months， 
and twice that number during the 
summmer， 

Still， the finer aspects ”of 
cultivation and cutting are han-

dled entirely by Chinese couples， 
Husbands and wives usually work 
Side by side in the hot-houses， 
chatting while they bend between 
the even IOowSs of yellow jack-

birds，Ppink marbles，and spider 
chrysanthemums. 
WIELDS 

Chans wife，Lin Chew，wields 
her scythe with a three-foot long 
wooden handqdle and a four-inch 
blade that cuts the stems close to 
the ground while Chan bundles 
the blooms in batches of five and 
S 这 ， 

This camaraderie between hus- 
band and wife makes the long 
hours of work bearable for most. 
As Chan Hong said,“No partner， 
DO good.” 

By the end of the day，most 
growers have sent thousands of 
{flowers, in barrels of 150 each and 
separated by color，to，wholesale 
distributors， 

RECYCLING 

Chrysanthemum-growing， as 
Chan Hong practises 让 ，is a near 
perfect system of recycling，The

growth of a new flower begins 
with a cutting from the stem of 
what Chan calls the “mama 
plants.” The “mamas” occupy 
eight of his 60 hot-house rooms. 
Each plant 4 good for three 
cuttings a year. 

The three-inch cutting is then 
dipped in rooting powder and 
Placed in a loose mixture of rich 
Soil, peat moss and rock salt. After . 
about two weeks, the cuttings take 
root and are ready to be planted. 
Those that are not used for their 
flowers become the new genera- 
tion of "mama plants.”Seeds are 
never Used . ， 

PAINSTAKING 

Once the tiny cuttings are 
planted,， Chan gingerly cujltivates 
them to grow:evenly in low，neat 
rows of pink and yellow and 
white. It ;is a time-consuming， 
painstaking process， 

“I love the flowers, ”said Chan， 
“They're beautiful, But I must be 
careful. All the time, watch out 
for the water and the lighting.” 

Eor all their toil，most of the 
small chrysanthemum-growers are 
fiercely independent and want to 
remain that way，One of their 
chief fears now is unionization，a 
proposition some said would ruin 
their operations， 

“Hello,， no，we dont want the 
unions,” saidq Joseph Kwong，a 
42-year-old flower farmer from 
San Jose.“They tell you what to 
do and it costs you money: We 
have enough trouble. We don't 
know what the future of flowers 


will be.” 
COMPETITION 
Another threat to the local 
industry is competitiom from 


South America, 

“Were at the mercy of the 
South American flower-growers,” 
Said Kwong. “ItSs getting worse 
and worse,， and it's going to hurt 
us 一 qdqefinitely,” 

Due to the shaky futaure of the 
flower-growing industry and the 
hard work，many growers donft 
want theifr children to take over 
their businesses, 

“I advise my kids not to follow 
me,”said Joseph 玉 wong;,“but to 
go _ to school and get a job 
SOmeplace else.” 

Chan Hong，whose five sons 
“don't really know how to do the 
work” felt the same way. 

“Its so much work,”he said.“A 
wise man wouldnt do 让 ,” 

Next year，Chan Hong said he 
wants to Tetire with his wife and 
sell his business to a friend，He 
wants to travel and spend some 
time gambling and -Watching 
movies in Las Vegas 一 a place，he 
said,“where there are no taxes like 
California.” 口 
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
